Korsyth wns 
appointed at a meeting of raisin growers 
to draft a memorial to congress, asking 
that Ibe tariff on raisins ho maintained 
and that one bo put on /ante currants. 


The committee did the work assigned 


it. The secretary of thu committee, 
George 1!. Noble, drew up the- memorial 
and sent a copy to each, of thu congress- 
men and senators from (hiK state. Ite- 
plies have been received from Senators 
Stephen White and George C. Perkins 
and Congressman Bowers. 


Senator White answered that while he 


had no idea what would be done in tariff 
matters he would do his best lo help Ihe 
raisin growers. Senator Perkins wrote 
a whole page which gave no indication 
of 
how lie stood 
on 
the mat- 


ter. 
Congressman Jtowers staled that 


he might be depended upon to do his 
utmost in the inlei-etts of the raisin 
growers. 


While thu likelihood of congress tak- 


ing up the tariff question at the special 
ecfision is not very strong, there is not- 
withstanding no time to lose. The regu- 
lar session will begin in December nnd 
il will require all the time between now 
and then to perfect plans for opposing 
successfully the proposed reduction of 
Ihe tariff on raisins. The action of the 
commitlce mentioned should be supple- 
mented by a potiti-jn signed by every 
ruisin grower in the slaty, the document 
to bj forwarded to Washington. 


Nor is this enough. The growers, if 


they wish to gain their object, will have 
to have a man at Washington lo no be- 
fore the tariff committee and present the, 
growers' side of the question. This man 
should be u good talker and. thoroughly 
cnnversaiil with tbe Hitbje.cl of raisins in 
all its bearing*. Perhaps it wuuld be 
belter to select u man identified in some 
way with the industry, who at the same, 
time possesses thfi knowledge of dealing 
with reeah'itiant legiphitors. 
. It. will of course require money lo pav 
the expenses of such a man, bn'l il wifl 
be spent in a good cause. Tlie, nei'ejjtiily 
of having an energetic representative ai 
the capital should not be underesti- 
mated by our raisin men, ami they 
Hhonld not permit economical reasons lo 
prevent them from taking every legiti- 
mate effort to protect, themselves. 


The importers of Spanish raisins and 


Xante currants in the east area I ready 
well organized, and will upend a large 
Hum of money to necure action adverse 
to the California growers. It is hlatnl 
they have prepared u petition asking for 
the abolilion of tlie tariff on rmriins of 
all kinds, and will present it to Ibe \vnyn 
and 
meaiiH committee, in tbe near 


future. 
The importer* will make a vig- 


orous light to attain their object, and 


growers will result fatally to their inter- 
ests. 


The, California growers an; la'Kiring 


under tuillicicnl drawbacks already, and 
the I!!.. centH tariff mi Valeiu-ian jiinL 
makes it possible for them to compete 
wilh the .SpimiHh gnnvcrH. If this is 
taken off entirely, or oven reduced, this 
section in particular will suffer irrepara- 
ble damage. 


The raisin industry M one of the fore- 


most, if not the most, Important in Ihe 
caunty, and itH destruction would be a 
heavy blow to our people. Wo cannot 
afford to permit one of the largest Hour- 
eeH of our income to be cut oft without 
milking a determined effort to prevent, 
il, ami il remains with tlm growers and 
others intcrcsU'd in die raisin industry 
lo raise UK; funds necessary for an or- 
ganized light in it* defence.
